^ ThoHighway Oommlsslon finds and concludes that tlmepermlts ought nô  
to he Issued In any case for the operation of super-heavy or overslse 
equipment or loads over the Statehlghways fo r aperlod Inexcess of 
t h i r t y (30) days, and a l l tlmepermlts w i l l he l imited to thatper lod, 

3, Inproper andpractlcal cases the Oommlsslon w i l l not require. In th^ 
Issuance of these permits, a separate application, permit andhond fo r 
eachpartlcular load transported or to he transported; on the contrary a 
single application, together w l t h a single hond, w i l l he suff icient f o r 
the Issuance of suchpermlts. However, In order that the Highway Depart­
ment may have tho opportunity toprotect thehighwaysagalnst any un­
usual or unnecessary damage, as well as opportunity to protect the travels 
ing public against Injury or possible death f romtheopera t lonof these 
^uper-heavy equipment or loads, any permits grantedwll l contalnacon-
i l t l o n that thepersonor corporation Intendlngto transport such load 
rn^st f i r s t glvenotlce to the division engineer or the Highway OomD 
mission's representative, of i t s intention to transport such equipment

A l l applications for the issuance of suchpermlts must specify "The 
^ind of equipment tobetransported, together with the width anddlmen-
^onof the same, and thek lnd and weight o f t h e commodity to be trans­
ported, the particular s t re tcher stretches of highways over which I t Is 
eslredto transport the same;" andthe permit w i l l specify the partlcula 

highways, stretches or portions of the same, over which the same canbe 
ransported, 

5, In the matter of transportat lon of poles, the length of the same, t 
gether with the combined lengthof vehicle andpoles, the number of pole 
andthe to ta l weight of t h e l o a d a n d o f the vehlcleahall be stated In th^ 
application. 

The applicants state In their application that they w i l l comply wlt^ 
^all "safety provisions o^ the t r u c k b l l l . Including t i r e s , brakes, l i g h t 
^flags, etc," as provldedny law; and they also agree that "there shall 
b̂e no haullngbetween sun-downand sun-up andthat no pole shall be

6, Nothing whatsoever in this order or in the issuance of such permit 
shall he taken or construed a s any agreement or acquiescence on the

may be occasioned by reason of the operation or transportation of such 
oversize equipment or loads under such permit* 

7. A l l applications for time permits shall be addressed to the nearest 
division or d i s t r i c t highway engineer, who w i l l pass upon the same, and 
no permit granted by any other person or representative of the Highway 
Department is authorized* 

8. I t must be borne in mind that there are stretches of highways, part. 
Lcularly culverts, bridges and other drainage structures, that are not 
sufficient to sustain certain oversize and overweight equipment or loads 
and the District engineer w i l l have authority, in a l l instances, to 
make such provisions or conditions in the permit granted as he may deem 
necessary to protect the highways or such structures from anyunusual 
damage, and this order shall not be taken or held as any attempt upon
